In General Affembly, Nov. 5d, 1806, 


Whereas his excellency the govérnor 
of this ftate, did, on the twelfth. day of 
October, one thoufind eight hundred 
and five, communicate to the fpeaker of 
the houfe of reprefentatives of. this flate, 
for the confideratton of faid houfe, cer- 
tain refolutions-of the general affembly 
of the ftate of Kentucky, which refolu: 
tions were in the words following, to wit, 

" Whereas, owing to the manner of 
appropriating lands, on the weftera wa: 
ters, adopted by the ftate of Virginia, 
previous to the erection ofthe fkate of 
Kentucky into an independent flate, 
there are; many conflicting claims tö 
lands, and the titles to real property in 
this flate are thereby rendered: Precaucne 
and unfettled. | 

And, inafmuch as . many claims tok 
lands in this commonwealth are held by: 
non-refidents, who have it in their elec- 
tion to have their fuits tried:in the ftate: 
court, or-the court of the United. States; 
which gives the non refidents a decided) 
advantage, the pan eant having no’ fuch: 
election. — , 

. T hisadvantage is more mariifeft when 
it is confidered, that different principles! . 
of decifion may be. eftablifhed by thdfe: 
different tribunals, and the non-refident: 
has itin his power to refort to that court, 
‘where former decifions favor his particu.

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And: this? is’ not the only inconveni- 
ence which the citizens ofthis common- 
wealth are fubject to, in cenfequence of 
our peculiar: fitnation : The artful and: 
wealthy land claimant; who is an'inhab- . 
itant of this fate, bya transfer of his. ti-- 
tle to a non-refident, may give jurifdic- : 
tion tò the court of the United "States, 
and. thereby put it out of the power of 
his indigent opponent, to.puriue or fup« - 
port his.claim with fuccefs. .

recollect the great diflance. which many 
of'our citizens live from the diftrict court: 
of the United ‘States, for the Kentucky:

And whereas the judiciary of each 
individual ftate, ought to be confideret :

require an. intimate knowledge of the hife 
tory of that ftate,and the particular mode ` 
of- acquiring that property which isthe ` 
fubject of. difpute. :
